folks. Their death rate Is much lower. 


People of all classes and both sexcj 


live longer than they did In 1000". That 
Is to say, they live to an older average 
age. The limit of human life does not 
seem to hnvc advanced. 


Women live longer than men. Hie 


average white female, nt birth, may 
he expected to live throe years longer 
than the average male. There arc 
more very old women than very old 
men, because, \vhen It Is a question of 
survival, the former hold on to life 
with greater tenacity. 


Even the hoy Imbles Inive not nearly 


so good .n grip on life ns the girl 
babies. Of 1,000 white male infants 
born, 127 die In the first year. Of 
1,000 females, only 105 succumb dur- 
ing the llrsl twelve months. 


Notwithstanding hospitals mid hlph- 


prlceil doctors, the death rate among 
babies in the cities Is higher than In 
Hie i-urul districts. One reason for this 
Is doubtless bottle feuding. The public 
health service says that "during the 
first week of life more than four times 
as 
innny bottle-fed babies die as 


breast-fed babies.

Why Commanders of Vessels No Lona- 


er Place Filth In the Magnetic 


Instrument. 


The ordinary magnetic compass has 


•one great fault; Its needle does not 
joint to the north pole, but Is always 
some distance to one side or the other 
•of-tho.true North line. Further, this 
deviation varies from year to year, 
and It Is seldom tho same In any two 
parts of the world. This,kind of com- 
pass, too, Is liable lo be upset If there 
are metals or magnetic substances in 
Us neighborhood. The latest instru- 
ment carried by all great ships < Is 
called the gyro-compass. 
It consists 


/or the most part of a heavy wheel 
turned at very high speed by an elec- 
tric motor. The axle of the wheel Is 
so mounted that it can turn in nny 
dlrcctlon. If Its axle can swing on Its 
mounting, a heavy wheel rotating at 
high Bpee4 yjill point ahvavs In tho 
same direction. The gyro-comp'nss Is 
-Set while the ship is In harbor, and 
no malter how much the ship rolls, or 
what turns she makes. Its wheel re- 
mains faithful to Its original direction. 
Owing lo Its'Jointed mounting ll-does 
nol follow the movements of the ship.

If 
promptly thrasher! and stored In deep 
bins, only a thin layer on top of the 
bin Is likely to become Infested. Corn 
may be stored In the shuck if the husk 
Is long and tight and fully covers the 
tip, but all ears with loose, broken, 
short or damaged husks should be 
shucked and stored separately. 


Avoid Dirty Bins, 


Clean grain should never be stored 


In old bins, granaries or storehouses 
until 
they 
have 
been 
thoroughly 


cleaned and freed from Ihe accumula- 
tions of waste grain nnd other ma- 
terials harboring grain Insects. 


Bags of all kinds that have previous- 


ly held grain should not be allowed In 
granaries or warehouses or ha refilled 
nnlll Ihey have been sterilized or oth- 
erwise freed from Insects. The use of, 
light cribs will keep the groin free 
from Infestation by Insects that might 
'fly In from the outsi'V.
